Thei-e 
was  Jin  excellent  attendance  of  members 
present  and  much  interest  was  mani- 
f«'sted  in  the  continued  prosperity  of  the 
institution.  Al  th(>  close  of  this  nu'ot- 
\\\ii.  on  tlie  kind  invitation  of  President 
Harris,  the  nuiubers  present  with  two 
or  tiiree  i>\'  the  instructors  had  dinner 
togetlu-r  in  tlie  liluary. 

At  the  evening  meeting  held  in  the 
assembly  hall,  notwithstanding  the  rain, 
there  was  a  very  large  attendance  of 
friends  of  the  School  interested  in  the 
grachiating  exercises  and  the  lecture  of 
Dr.  Orr.  After  devotional  .services  con- 
(hicted  by  Rev.  Fred  E.  Howitt  of  Ham- 
ilton, the  President  made  congratula- 
tory remarks  on  the  condition  of  the 
School,  referring  specially  to  the  number 
of  students  who  have  left  during  the 
year  for  foreign  fields,  and  to  the  fact 
that  nearly  one  hundred  in  all  had  gone 
to  the  "regions  beyond"  since  the 
opening  of  the  Institution.  The  enrol- 
ment of  students  and  the  income  for  the 
year  had  also  been  the  larirest  in  the 
history  of  the  School.  Two  of  thi"  grad- 
uates gave  juldre.sses,  Mr.  Lloyd  Hist,  of 
HIglinton,  speaking  earnestly  on  "Wit- 
nessing for  Christ,"  and  Miss  Abbie 
Garbutt,  of  Peterborough,  giving  a 
suitable  valedictory. 

.Seventeen  young  men  and  women 
were  then  presented  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stewart 
for  diplomas  and  certificates,  of  whom 
thirteen  were  regular  students,  oiu-  a 
post-graduate,  and  three  were  evening 
cla.ss  scholars.  One  of  the  graduates  is 
a  former  Jewish  rabbi  from  Poland,  who 
had  been  at  the  School  three  years. 
Another  is  a  yoimg  Chinaman  who  had 
taken  a  two-year  regular  course  and  a 
one-yi-ar  post-graduate  course,  and  who 
will  return  to  his  native  land  to  preach

After  the  President  had  given  the 
diplomas  and  certificates,  the  Princijial, 
Rev.  .John  McNicol,  gave  parting  words 
to  the  grachiatc^s,  urging  upon  tluMu  the 
knowledge  of  God,  of  His  Word,  and  of 
their  fellcnv-men  as  conditions  of  success- 
ful service.  Dr.  Stewart,  the  Secretai-y 
of  the  School,  in  view  of  the  completion 
of  his  fiftieth  year  as  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel,  was  made  the  recii)ient  of  a  gift 
from  the  students.  The  chief  address 
of  the  evening  was  then  given  by  Prof. 
James  Orr,  D.D.,  of  Glasgow,  Scrotland, 
who  spoke  highly  of  the  Toronto  Bible 
Training  School,  and  said  it  compared 
favorably  with  similar  colleges  he  had 
visited  in  his  travels,  both  on  this  and 
the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  He  closed 
with  an  able,  timely  and  practical  ad- 
dress on  "The  Indispen.sablene.ss  of 
Holy  Scriptures."

Report  of  Dr.  Stewart. 

As  Secretary  of  the  School,  my  work 
during  the  year  has  recpiired  constant 
attention.  The  correspondence  has 
been  quite  as  large  and  important  as 
ever,  first  with  friends  and  supporters 
of  the  School  who  reciuire  to  he  reminded 
of  its  increasing  necessities ;  secondly 
with  former  students  who  are  at  work 
for  the  Master  in  every  quarter  of  the 
world;  and  lastly  with  large  luunbers 
of  young  li.en  and  women  who  seek  in- 
formation and  advice  about  cour.ses  of 
Bible  study  preparatory  to  Christian 
service.  The  increase  this  session  both 
in  the  number  of  contributors  and  the 
amount  of  their  donations,  and  the 
larger  em-olment  and  attendance  of 
students  are  a  prc^of  that  the  work  of 
tlie  office  has  nu't  witii  a  large  nu'asiue 
of  siu'cess. 

I  have  given  courses  of  instruction  to 
tlie  Day  Classes  in  Christian  Doctrines, 
IJible  !nteri)retation,  and  the  pi-ei)ara- 
tion  of  i)lans  of  discoJirses  and  (Jospei 
addresses.  ANhiir  I  have  l)een  gra- 
ciously spared  to  do  this,  and  occasion- 
ally otlu-r  work  of  instruction  as  neces- 
sity arose,  with  comfort  to  myself  and 
I  trust  with  profit  to  the  students.  I  am 
very  thankful  that  a  new  Instriictoi- has 
been  appointed,  who  can  now  take  \y.ivi 
in  this  es-enlial  department  of  the 
School,  and  help  in  the  enlargement  of 
its  sc«)pe  and  erticiency. 

An  increa.se  in  the  annual  income  of 
the   instituti«m    will    now    he  required. 


It  will  be  glatifying  to  the  Board  and 
Council  to  learn  that  one  of  oui-  gradu- 
ates. Miss  M.  (J.  Ijcssiie.  who  was  taith- 
.ful  to  the  fjord  and  much  beloved,  and 
wliodied  in  .lamiary  of  this  year,  showed 
her  ap|)i'eciation  of  the  School  by  be- 
(pieathing  to  it  a  legacy  of  $100.  Sir  — 
.lames  (iowan  of  Barrie,  for  nuiny  years 
an  iionored  Senator  of  the  Dominion, 
has  also  named  the  School  first  in  a  list 
of  several  Christian  Colleges  and  mi.s- 
sions  among  which  the  sum  of  ,$4,0()()  is 
to  be  distiibuted  during  the  iu>xt  two 
years. 

In  the  Ix-ginning  of  March  a  novel  and 
most  important  public  meeting  was 
conducted  by  six  of  our  students  of 
foreign  nationality.  Of  these  two  are 
.Tews,  one  from  Poland,  and  one  from 
Roumaiua ;  two  are  'i'amils  from  Burmti, 
oiu'  yoimg  man  and  one  yovuig  woman  ; 
one  is  a  Chinaman  and  one  a  .hipanese. 
All  the  addresses  were  in  English,  and 
all  of  these  students  expect  to  labor  as 
Christian  missionarii's  among  their  own 
people. 

It  is  worthy  of  special  note  also  that 
during  the  last  ten  mcmths  no  fewer 
than  thiiteen  of  our  students  have  gone 
from  Canada  to  labor  as  foreign  mission- 
aries in  different  parts  of  the  world. 
This  is  a  lai'ger  number  than  during  any 
previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Bible 
Training  .School.  Miss  M.  K.  Brown  left 
foi'  Peru  in  .Tune  last,  where  she  married  5 
Mr.  E.  C  Austin,  also  one  of  our  grad-  | 
nates.  They  are  now  settled  at  Lima. 
Miss  Helen  Reikie  and  Miss  Charlotte 
Varcoe  sailed  for  China  under  the  aus- 
])ices  of  the  Ciiina  Inland  Mission.  Miss  ' 
Cairie  Zinunerman,  who  got  private 
lessons  from  myself,  went  to  the  Telugu 
Mission  in  India.  Miss  E.  E.  Hall,  one 
of  our  early  graduates,  after  a  furlough 
during  which  she  was  engaged  in  Chris- 
ti.in  work  in  this  city,  has  returned  to 
her  mission  service  in  China.  Miss  Etta 
Leaper,  also  one  of  our  first  graduates, 
now  Mrs.  Waters,  lias  gone  to  Swa/ir 
lanil,  .South  Africa.
